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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1,3,4,6,10-12,16,25, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Grange (US 1,995,059). 

The description of the lid segments in column 1, lines 48-49, the hubs in column 2, lines 
33-53 as well as figure 2 clearly indicate how the lower edge of an upper adjacent lid segment 
overlaps the upper edge of the lower adjacent lid segment and the continuity of this 
arrangement throughout pivoting of the lid segments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grange. 
Grange is silent regarding the specifics of the locking mechanism, only that there is 

engagement between a safety catch and a front of the case. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to apply a lock opening in the bottom lid segment since the examiner takes 
Official Notice of the equivalence of lock openings and lock abutments for their use in the 
container art and the selection of any of these known equivalents to secure a closure to a base 
member would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 17,18,20-24 avoid the art of record and are allowable there over. 

5. Claims 13 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed October 4, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues the lid of Grange does not move such that lower edge of an upper 
adjacent lid segment overlaps the upper edge of the lower adjacent lid segment and the 
continuity of this arrangement throughout pivoting of the lid segments. As set forth in the 
rejection above, the description of the hubs in column 2, lines 33-53 as well as figure 2 clearly 
teach that the structure of Grange functions in the same manner as that which is claimed. The 
disclosure further points out in column 1, lines 48-49 that the segments 3 fit one within another 
and in lines 52 and 53 that the lid prevents dust, an environmental by-product from entering the 
closed enclosure. This would naturally allow "for each adjacent pair of lid segments of the 
enclosure, a lower portion of an upper lid segment of the adjacent pair of lid segments 
overhangs an upper portion of a lower lid segment of the adjacent pair of lid segments". 

In response to applicant's argument that the cover of Grange is not a "weather-resistant 
enclosure of storing contents", a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process 
of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior 
art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963). The structure of Grange operates in the manner set forth in the claims and thus is 
capable of function as "a weather-resistant enclosure of storing contents" wherein the contents 
is represented by a typewriter.
